FREAK TREASURY NOTES. 


Tho Face of the Bill, Not'the Back, In- 


dicates Us Value. 


Despite the careful scrutluy given 


every bill that leaves the bureau of 
engraving and printing, n number of 
"freak" notes find their wny Into cir- 
culation from time to lime. 
Such a 


one was ii note tbni once came to the 
BUbtronsury at New ;fork. It had the 
Imprint of a twenty dollar note on one 
side and of a tori on Ihe oilier. But, In- 
asmuch as the fnce showed the Dgurcs 
20, ?20 was the legnl value of the bill. 


In-most cases tbe "freak" bills tlmt 


have escaped the vigilance of the bu- 
reau's ollicers are nntioual banknotes, 
which, like the regular treasury' notes, 
are printed there. 
As lutimalcd al- 


ready, the face value Is always recog- 
nized when the "freaks" come to be 
cashed at any branch of tho treasury. 
The imprint on the back bns no lawful 
•status whatsoever. 
, 


The notes are printed in sheets. 


Usually there will be one twenty and 
two tens on a sheet. They nre print- 
ed one side nt a time, so It can readily 
be seen that the printer In turning 
over the sheet might get it upside 
down and thus put-a ten dollar back 
on the twenty dollar note or n twenly 
on the back of one of the tens. 


When errors arc discovered the mis 


printed sheet is laid aside to be dc 
strayed. It cannot l.c lorn up nt once, 
for every sheet has^to b« nccounted 
for. After sonic foriiiiiliiles It Is ground 
Into pulp.

been issued In Ihe past linve found 
their wny bnck to Ihe In-nsury, there 
to be distroyeii.

It Is 
the great resort of tlie [iconic of Utah, 
for from ii.OOO to 5.000 visit its stores 
dally In the summer, and many bathe 
la Its water). The lake contains about 
7,000,000,000 ions of Fall.

It 
forces itself into every assessment of 
land revenue, into every adjudication 
of rout. 
It affects the administration 


of justice, (lie proceedings of munici- 
pal and district councils. 


The intuicncc and power of the 


Brahman and the idea that he is 
above the law and Is not lo be pun- 
ished as other people are still alive, 
although a century of British Justice 
has done someihlng toward eradicat- 
ing them. On the other hand, the sug- 
gestion that a man of a lower caste 
tuigbt rise to an equality or nearer to 
au cnunlily with members of a caste 
above lilm Is unthinkable. Where the 
low cabte men are, there they mnst 
remain.
